(Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the 
columnar epithelium is an epithelium of the urinary bladder. 

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the 
columnar epithelium is an epithelium of the bile duct. 

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the 
columnar epithelium is an epithelium of the pancreatic duct. 

12. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the 
columnar epithelium is an epithelium of the testicle. 

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the 
columnar epithelium is an epithelium of the intestine. 

14. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the lipoxin 
compound is an analog of natural lipoxin A4. 

15. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 14, wherein the analog 
of natural lipoxin A4 has a longer half-life than natural lipoxin A4.
